These aldermen will meet at 1:30 o'clock 
this afternoon to consider what steps 
may be taken to stop a strike which has 
thrown 125,000 idle men on the city. 

Murray that 
tis the purpose of the committee to meet 
with Mayor Thompson and then offer its 
grvics to the contending factions. The 
ammittee, however, will not attempt to 
force the neter or carpenters into 
u agreement. 
Mayor Tries to Act.

. He ab@ressed a letter to the joint arbi- 
talon board offering to act in any way 
pasible to restore industrial peace. He 
aij his object was to impress on those 
roived ip the strike that prosperity 
tedn't much chance when thousands of 
wrkingmen are idle. 

The contractors thanked Mayor Thomp- 
wo for his interest and the carpenters 
aged him to use vigorous means to en- 
force a settlement. Several friends of 
Mayor Thompson who have financial and 
business interests in the city conferred 
wth him last week and urged him to take 
mmeaction. His letter to the joint arbi- 
tation board was ihe result of these con- 
ferences last week. 

President John A. Metz of the carpen- 
le” district council went to Mayor 
Thompson's office in the morning and 
tad conference, after which Mayor 
Thompson dictated a letter to L. A. Ash- 
tek, president of the Carpenter Con- 
actors association, who is also chair- 
ms of the joint arbitration board.

Committee Votes 
to Reduce Pay of 
School Teachers 


All Board Employes May 
Sacrifice 7 1-2 Per Cent 
as Deficit Looms. 


SHORT $2,250,000 NOW 


Every employé of the Chicago public 
Schools must stand a 7% per cent cut in 
salary if the Loeb investigating commit- 
tee carries through its plans. 

Superintendent Ella Flagg Young, as 
well as all the teachers, both grade and 


high school, are to be put on reduced pay 


from May 1 until the end of the year, 
under the committee's proposal adopted 
last night. 


The vacation schools also are to be abol- 


ished for this summer, the committee 
voted. 

Trustee Ralph C. Otis made the motion, 
which, passed unanimously. The action 
came after several hours spent in trying 
to figure out how to meet the deficit of 


. $2,250,000 which the board is facing. Mr. 


Otis made his motion after Mrs. Young 
presented a bill of $400,000, which she said 
the committee on buildinge and grounds 
owed to the educational department for 
expenses of the last fourteen years. 


Suggests Friendly Suit. 

Mr. Otis objected to the attempt to take 
the money from the bullding fund, and 
Mrs. Young suggested that a friendly suit 
be started to secure the money tothe peer 
cational department. 

The reduction in salary will have to be 
passed by the board of education before it 
becomes a certainty. It will be presented 
to the board at its next regular meeting, 
May 12. There iaJikely.to be opposition 
to the proposal, with the chances in favor 
of its passage. 

The deficit which the boan# is facing will 


‘not be met by the proposed cut of T% per 


cent. That will en to the ene 
$450,000. 

Those voting for the motion were Mr. 
Otis, Mr. Loeb, William Rothmann, and 
John W. Eckhart, and Mr. Loeb said that 
he had the vote of Charles 8. Peterson, 
another member of the committee, in 
favor of it. | 


Save Another $100,000. 

In addition to the $450,000 saved to the 
board by the cut in salaries, the commit- 
tee took action which will add over 6100. 
000 more to that amount. It voted to 
eliminate the vacation schools. Theeesti- 
mated cost of these is $34,000 for the ele- 
mentary schools, $10,000 for high schools, 
and $8,000 for the vacation norma: 
Schools. 

The committee also voted to eliminate 
¢lerks in all schools which do not have 
an attendance of 1,600 children. At pres- 
ent all schools having 1,100 pupils have 
clerks to assist the principals. Mrs. Elis 
Flagge Young estimated that the saving 
will be about $80,000, and that sixty clerks 
will be eliminated. 

Mrs. Young advocated docking the sa)- 
aries of all employés for four legal holi- 
days, Labor day, Thankegiving, the Fri- 
day after Thanksgiving, and Columbus 
day. She said that a saving of $10,000 
could: be effected by eliminating free 
towels in the schools.

Last night his body lay in an under- 
taker’s shop, crushed by a plunge of 300 
feet from the tower of the Auditorium 
hotel and theater building. The police 
entered on their. books suicide His 
death recalled a career stretching from 
modest means to wealth and then to vir- 
tual poverty, high epotted with drink. 

“Charley” Rounds was a big man 
physically as wellas mentally. He tipped 
the scales at 210 pounds. When he stood 
up at the speaker's table at a banquet 
to propose a toast he typified the popular 
idea of the broad shouldered, jovial 
good fellow and bon vivant. 


Alcohol Route to Ruin. 

His goodfellowship, insofar as it was 
represented by the alechol route, devel- 
oped into his complete undoing, * = 
Friends. 2 — 

Several years ago he nn tal. 
ing off in business prestige. His advice 
no longer was sought in big transactions 
as it had been. The word went around, 
sympathetically, but none the less dam- 
agingly, that Charley Rounds is hitting 
the booze.” i 

His business finally was represented 
chiefly by an office address at 19 South 
La Salle street and a telephone number. 
Of late years, say old acquaint=nces, he 
has been doing practically nothing. 


Prepares to End Career. 

on Jan. 31 Rounds made deliberate 
preparations to end his earthly career. 
He wrote letters announcing he was pen- 
niless and requesting that his body be 
taken in charge by an Austin undertaker. 
These letters were found dn his person 
on that date when he was picked up ina 
stupor outside the Hotel Sherman, ap- 
parently suffering from poison. Dr. F. 
Patrick Machler of the Iroquois Memorial 
hospital could find no trace of poison, 
however | | 

Rounds offered to sell his body to the 
doctor, saying it was no good to its 
owner any more. In reply to questions 
as to why he wanted to take his own life, 
he feplied, “ Thats my affair. He re- 
covered and left the hospital, to continue 
anerractic course which, according to one 
account, resulted in frequenting Grant 
park ape fraternizing with the unem- 


ployed. | 
Guest Sees Body Fall. 

Yesterday R. L. Thomas of New York 
City was sitting in room 603 in the Audi- 
torium hotel, fronting on Congress street, 
when the body of a man shot downward 
past his window.

The Story of Bower. ‘ 

According te the story of Bower, thé 
submarine gave no opportunity for the 
Gulflight’s crew to escape. They launched 
boats and abandoned the ship after 10 
had been struck. 

“ With the American flag flying,” Bowes 
said, “we were being guided toward 
Havre by two British patrol boats, Which 
were well ahead of us. At noon the 
quartermaster and I sighted the eubme< 
rine a mile and a half off our port bow. 
This was fifteen miles southwest of! 
Bishop's Rock. The submarine flew no 
colors. 

Wo- proceeded on our course and tha 
submarine disappeared. Twenty-five 
minutes later, with no warning of any 
kind, we were struck. The torpedo hit 


the oll tank. 

“We didn't see the submarine then. 
It was evidently submerged. 
we never did see it again. 


Short Jumps Overboard. 

“We were apparently badly wounded 
and we made ready to leave the ship. Two 
men, however, in their excitement jumped 
overboard, and we never saw them again. 
One was Short, the wireless operator, and 
the other a sailor named Chapanta. Oit 
had spread over the water and this prob- 
ably accounts for their loss. They must 
have had trouble swimming in oil and 
mann 
and strangied. 

“ We had time to- get two boats into the 
water and we all got in. There were 
thirty-four of us left then. The patricl 
boats which had been guiding us came tu 
our assistance. One of them was the 
Iago. It took us on board, where we were 
well cared for. Our captain, however, 
was fearfully upeet. He was taken very 
| badly between 1 and 2 Sunday morning 
and died at 3:30. It was heart failure, due 
to shock. : 

“Other patrol boats came along and 
towed the Gulflight to Crow sound, Scilly. 
It has ita nose deep in water, but appar- 
ently can be saved. There were thirty- 
six on board the Gulfight, all told, an 
Americans except two Swedes and ome 
Dane.”

MARKING JOHN TYLER’S GRAVE 

Chicago, May 3.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The writer has learned with much 
satisfaction that congress has decided to 
place a suitable monument over the grave 
of John Tyler in Hollywood cemetery at 
Richmond, Va.. 

This is ‘as it “Phould be, and although 
the recognition is long overdue, tt is 
detter late than never.“ 

Whatever John Tyter’s faults may fave 
been, viewed from a partisan standpoint, 
the fact remains that he was a high 
minded gentleman, and was elected vice 
president on the ticket with William 
Henry Harrison. The untimely death of 
the latter thirty days after the inaugura- 
tion ceremony placed Tyler in the office of 
chief magistrate of the nation. 


It has been à ares to the United 
States that his grave was unmarked for 
so many years. As a matter of business 


policy, the semetery absociation, a few 
years ago, placed a small marker at the 
head of the grave. 1 
John Tyler's death placed spirit 
where the most extrevagant mausoleum 
would mean nothing. To the youth of the 
nation, however, every Monument to a 
great man is a chapter in patriotism, the 
teaching of which the United States can- 
not afford to negiect. ane M. KELLY.
